Big fire 
destroys 
clothing 
at factory 

FLAMES ripped through a 
Tividale factory destroying 
thousands of items of cloth¬ 
ing and bringing an indus¬ 
trial estate to a standstill. 

Plumes of smoke rose 
to more than 50ft as more 
than 35 firefighters tackled 
the blaze at the Unit 54B 
premises off Hainge Road. 

Workers watched from be¬ 
hind cordons and a nearby 
firm was evacuated as a pre¬ 
caution. 

A manager from a neigh¬ 
bouring business dialled 999 
to alert crews after thick 
black smoke set off fire 
alarms in their own prem¬ 
ises. 

The severity of the blaze 
forced West Midlands Fire 
Service to bring in extra 
crews to join teams from 
Dudley and Oldbury were 
initially called at around 
11am on Tuesday. 

The fire destroyed house¬ 
hold goods and clothing. 

Fire crews remained for 
six hours and brought in 
machinery to help move 
piles of clothes to ensure 
flames were doused under¬ 
neath. 

Command support officer 
Lee Baker said: “It was dan¬ 
gerous conditions.” 

Smith cardboard tech¬ 
nology is next door and 
transport manager Warren 
Beard called 999 after the

House drug 
farm raided 

DOZENS of cannabis plants 
were found by police in a 
raid at a house in Quinton. 

Officers swooped on a 
property in Quinton Road 
and found a cannabis farm 
in three upstairs bedrooms. 

Around 25 large canna¬ 
bis plants were discovered 
during the raid at 7.15am 
on Monday. Officers from 
West Midlands Police said 
the three rooms had been 
converted for the purpose of 
cultivating the class B drug. 

Force spokesman Pete 
Edney said: “Our investiga¬ 
tions are continuing.” 


DRIVER IN POLICE 
CHASE LOCKED UP 


A FATHER-OF-TWO who drove a sto¬ 
len van at speeds of up to 60 mph in 
Tipton while trying to evade police 
has been sentenced to 18 months in 
a young offenders’ institution. 

Liam Hadlington, aged 20, of no fixed ad¬ 
dress, was also banned from driving for three 
years when he appeared before Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court. 


Hadlington had admitted 
aggravated vehicle taking 
and driving while disqual¬ 
ified at an earlier hearing. 
He was also told he would 
have to take an extended 
driving test before he would 
be allowed to drive again. 

Mr Mark Rees, prose¬ 
cuting, said on April 18, at 
around 8.15pm, Hadlington 
was spotted by police driv¬ 
ing a stolen Vauxhall van 
through Princes End. 

The officers turned 
on their blue lights, and 
Hadlington accelerated 
away. 

Standing 

Mr Rees said Hadlington 
drove through March Road 
at speeds of 50 to 60mph. 

“That was made more 
dangerous because it is 
a residential area, with 
terraced houses and cars 
parked in the street and the 
like,” he said on Tuesday. 

“There were people stand¬ 
ing in the street, there is a 
pub on the corner and there 
are shops nearby. The de¬ 
fendant posed a significant 
risk to any person on foot.” 

A Ford Focus was forced 
to brake sharply to avoid a 
collision, added Mr Rees. 

“The van mounted the 
pavement outside a block of 
flats, and the driver showed 
a clear determination that 
he wasn’t going to slow 
down,” he said. 

“The van was rocking

from side to side, and the 
driver looked as if he was 
struggling to control the 
steering.” 

The van was driven across 
a grass verge, and police fol¬ 
lowed him into Shakespeare 
Road, where he was found 
driving in the opposite di¬ 
rection to the police car. 

“The police went in front 
in an attempt to stop it, and 
the driver showed no inten¬ 
tion of stopping,” Mr Rees 
said. 

He said officers lost the 
van in Kingsbury Road, but- 
found it abandoned in Gos¬ 
pel Oak Road. Hadlington 
was arrested on April 24. 

Mr Rees said Hadlington 
received a 12-month com¬ 
munity order in March for 
burglary. In 2012, he was 
banned from driving for two 
years and sentenced to 16 
months in a young offend¬ 
ers’ institution for aggra¬ 
vated vehicle taking. 

Mr Jas Mann, defending, 
said nobody was injured 
during the pursuit. 

He said Hadlington had 
two young children, and re¬ 
alised he would be in serious 
trouble if he did not change 
his ways. He said he had 
been working in a factory 
earning £300 a week. 

“He is a young man with a 
work ethic,” said Mr Mann. 

“His downfall is a fascina¬ 
tion with cars. 



Vigil commemorates start of Great war

FOR 12 hours a vigil was held at Old¬ 
bury Civic Square as part of Sandwell’s 
commemorations of the beginning of 
the First World War a 100 years ago. 

Organisations took turns on Mon¬ 
day to stand for an hour each at the 
cenotaph and display their standards. 

These included Oldbury Army 
Cadet Force and Air Training Corps, 
West Bromwich Royal Air Force and 
Navy Associations, Sandwell Scouts, 
Royal British Legions from Black- 
heath, Oldbury, Tipton and Smeth¬ 
wick, the 225 and 237 Reservists and 
the Sikh 1914-18 Association. 

There was a parade from Low Town 


car park, along Birmingham Street 
and Halesowen Street to the Civic 
Square for a service, two-minute si¬ 
lence and poetry reading by children, 
with Sandwell chaplain Sandra Woo¬ 
dall leading the service. 

There was also a marquee with in¬ 
formation about the conflict also on 
site. 

Passed 

Sandwell Council’s deputy leader 
Councillor Mahboob Hussain said: “It 
is very important we remember the 
sacrifices made by a generation 100 
years ago, including the many people 


from the borough who gave their lives 
or lost loved ones. 

“I am pleased local schoolchildren 
are getting fully involved so the impor¬ 
tance of the First World War is passed 
on to future generations.” 

On Friday night the Mayor of 
Sandwell, Councillor Derek Rowley, 
attended a special civic ceremony at 
Dudley’s Top Church on High Street. 

And in Birmingham, 5,000 tiny ice 
sculptures depicting human figures 
were left to melt on the steps of Cham¬ 
berlain Square as part of the Mini 
Monument exhibition.

Housing 
scheme 
to create 
120 jobs 

SOME 120 jobs will be cre¬ 
ated by the developer be¬ 
hind a £9.8 million housing 
estate in West Bromwich. 

Barratt Homes Mercia 
will start work on the 61- 
home development in De- 
vereux Road on land that 
belonged to the Kenrick & 
Jefferson print works. 

Bosses said they plan to 
create the jobs, which will 
include construction and 
decorating positions. 

The Salters Park develop¬ 
ment, which is expected to 
be completed in 18 months, 
will provide a mixture of one 
to four bedroomed homes. 

As part of the planning 
consent, Barratt Homes 
Mercia will contribute 
£116,000 towards improve¬ 
ments to nearby open space 
and maintenance of the 
surrounding area, which in¬ 
cludes Kenrick Park. 

Mercia land manager 
Marianne Horton said: 
“We aim to contribute a 
great deal to the local area 
through the development of 
Salters Park, both in terms 
of the high quality homes we 
are building and the jobs we 
will be creating. 

“We strongly believe that 
community development is 
one of the most important 
aspects of any new housing 
development and we hope 
that these financial contri¬ 
butions will go a long way 
towards improving the lives 
of people who live there.” 

Police probe 
at complex

complex were taken ill with 
symptoms similar to food 
poisoning. 

One person was arrested 
and released on police bail 
after officers were called to 
Goldfield Court on Tuesday. 

Tests are continuing to 
determine the exact nature 
and cause of the illness. The

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Evictions and Asbos for estate yobs 


THE crackdown on anti-social be¬ 
haviour in Tipton saw action tak¬ 
en against 11 people. The case was 
heard in a county court which re¬ 
sulted in eight people being evicted 
from their homes. 

Four Asbos were handed out as 
well as two anti-social behaviour 
injunctions. 

Keighley Garratt, aged 27 and 
David Brookes 27, from Hall Lane, 
were both evicted. Brooks also re¬ 
ceived an Asbo banning him from 


Tipton for four years. He must 
not use or threaten to use violence 
in any public place, use abusive, 
threatening, racist or offensive 
words or behaviour in a public 
place, cause damage or knowingly 
attempting to cause damage to any 
property belonging to others. 

Jodie Hipkins, 30, and Chris 
Boot, 29, from Coronation Road, 
were both evicted. Boot also re¬ 
ceived an Asbo banning him from 
Tipton for four years. He must not 


act in a manner that causes nui¬ 
sance, harassment, alarm or dis¬ 
tress to others. Doreen Bentley, 74, 
and Colin Taylor, 75 , of Hawthorn 
Road, were evicted. 

Michelle Anslow, 45 and Rus¬ 
sell Anslow, 48, of Hall Lane, were 
evicted and received a two-year 
injunction banning them from the 
Moat Farm Estate. It also bans them 
from using violence or threatening 
behaviour, using foul or offensive 
language, deliberately damaging 


or threatening to damage property, 
and from using, selling or supplying 
drugs. Bentley’s grandson Wayne 
Summers, 27, of Tamebrook Way 
received a four-year Asbo banning 
him from Tipton. 

He can only enter it to access 
his property or visit Wednesbury 
Oak School and Wythwood Grove 
to fulfil family commitments. Lee 
Anslow, 27, was excluded him from 
of Sandwell. Dannielle Doody, 29, 
ended her Hawthorn Road tenancy.

FOR years they thrived on 
spreading fear and misery 
throughout a Sandwell es¬ 
tate, terrorising their neigh¬ 
bours and leaving them 
too scared to leave their 
homes. 

But now eight gang members 
have been turfed out of their 
homes. 

And some 
banned from the 
whole of Tipton 
after a dossier 
of their yob be¬ 
haviour was 
presented to a 
court. 

In total, 27 
folders of evi¬ 
dence were put 
before a judge 
who decided to 
grant the evic¬ 
tion and hand 
out antisocial 
behaviour or¬ 
ders. 

Residents 
lived in fear of 
the members of 
the VR6 gang, 
who ruled the 
Moat Farm Es¬ 
tate with their 
intimidating be¬ 
haviour. 

But following 
a four-year investigation, some 
justice has finally caught up with 
them. While much of their behav¬ 
iour is criminal, it has been difficult 
for police to press charges because 
residents are too scared to go on the 
record and give evidence. Sandwell 
Council and the Black Country 
Housing Group joined forces to take 
the gang to court. 

The gang includes David 
Brookes, aged 27, of Hall Lane, and 
Christopher Boot, 29 of Coronation 
Road, and Wayne Summers, 27, 
of Tamebrook Way, who were all 
given Asbos and all banned from 
Tipton for four years. 

Lee Anslow, 27, of no fixed abode 
is banned for five years from the 
whole of Sandwell. The four are 


also banned from contacting each 
other and a number of known asso¬ 
ciates in any public place. 

Their ASBO restrictions revealed 
a dangerous list of weapons they 
were banned from carrying : axes, 
screw drivers or angle grinders. 

They must not wear a balaclava, 
a helmet with a visor or any item 
of clothing that would conceal their 
faces in public places. 

Following the three-day case, 
in which officers were forced to go 
through the civil courts because the 
burden of proof needed is less than 
criminal courts, eight people were 
evicted from four rented properties. 

The joint operation between the 
council, the housing group and 
West Midlands Police resulted in 


the crack down on a known gang of 
criminal and anti-social residents. 

The network of family mem¬ 
bers and their associates had con¬ 
sistently taken part in a range of 
criminal and anti-social activities, 
including threats to kill against 
neighbours, verbal abuse and 
threats against police and council 
and housing group staff. 

Deputy council leader, Councillor 
Mahboob Hussain, said: “The vast 
majority of tenants are law-abiding 
but we are cracking down firmly on 
the small minority who are involved 
in anti-social and criminal activities. 

“The action that has been taken 
by all the organisations involved 
sends out a strong message that this 
type of behaviour will not be toler¬ 


ated.” Housing group chief execu¬ 
tive Amanda Tomlinson said: “This 
is a live and successful example of 
how we are working in partnership 
with Sandwell Council and the po¬ 
lice to tackle anti-social behaviour.” 

Inspector Akeel Najib, of 
Sandwell Police, said: “It is under¬ 
standable that local people were in¬ 
credibly reluctant to come forward 
for fear of reprisals. 

“This made the process all the 
more challenging for police officers 
and council officers who had to draw 
on small pieces of information from 
a range of sources to complete the 
jigsaw and fully understand the ex¬ 
tent of the problems.” 

A breach of an Asbo can lead to up 
to five years in prison.

A BANQUETING suite 
and community centre in 
Smethwick will be expanded 
to create 20 jobs. 

New Heritage Limited 
has been granted permis¬ 
sion to make the changes at 
the Prestige Suite, Downing 
Street, allowing it to host 
larger functions. 

It will mean buildings for¬ 
merly used by the Glenside 
Recycling Group will be de¬ 
molished. 

Under the plans, ap¬ 
proved by Sandwell Council, 
the extension would be built 
on parking areas.

“There are other devel¬ 
opments of this kind in the 
area but I do not think that 
is a bad thing as it gives peo¬ 
ple greater choice.”

Killer loses court appeal to clear his name 


ONE of three men who killed a 
father-of-three during a three-day 
violent ordeal has failed in a court 
bid to clear his name. 

Balbir Singh, aged 54, was found 
dead at his flat in Tividale, after 
suffering more than 150 separate 
injuries at the hands of Paramjit 
Singh Johal, Inderjit Dhesi and 
Paramjit Singh. 

The three men all received 13- 
year jail terms in December 2012 
after being found guilty at Wol¬ 
verhampton Crown Court of his 
manslaughter. Johal, 52, of Bald¬ 


win Close, Tividale, challenged 
his conviction at the Appeal 
Courtwith his lawyers arguing it 
was ‘unsafe’. 

They claimed the case should 
never have been left to jurors to 
decide, as they could not be sure 
on the evidence that Mr Singh’s 
death resulted from a ‘joint enter¬ 
prise’ between the three men. 

But his claim was thrown out by 
the three appeal judges, who said 
the trial judge was ‘plainly enti¬ 
tled’ to conclude there was enough 
evidence for the case to be left to 


the jury to decide. They also dis¬ 
missed an appeal against Johal’s 
sentence, saying it was ‘not exces¬ 
sive’ in light of the ‘humiliation - 
if not torture’ of the victim. 

The court heard that Balbir was 
found dead at his home in Baldwin 
Close on March 5 after Johal, who 
also lived there, phoned the emer¬ 
gency services. 

He told them a person who was 
drunk had fallen over and died. 

The victim was found to have 
sustained 155 separate injuries, 
including bruising and fractured 


ribs, during a three-day ordeal. In 
addition, his beard and moustache 
had been shaved off, his Sikh tur¬ 
ban was removed and his hair was 
cut, and his face had been painted. 

The court heard his killers, who 
were also Sikh, would have under¬ 
stood the humiliation this would 
have caused to Mr Singh. 

The three were originally 
charged with murder, but the trial 
judge found there was not enough 
evidence that they intended to kill 
him. However, Johal was found 
guilty of manslaughter, along 


with Dhesi, 33, of Brades Road, 
Oldbury, and Paramjit Singh, 48, 
from Kent. 

Johal’s lawyers argued that, as 
there was no medical evidence as 
to which injury caused Mr Singh’s 
death, and no evidence the three 
had agreed to attack him, the case 
against him should have been dis¬ 
missed. 

Appeal, Judge Charles Wide 
said: “Plainly there was abundant 
evidence that all three defendants 
participated in a joint enterprise 
to assault Balbir Singh.”

IT’S a greengrocers which is 
quite literally offering a taste of 
the past. A once-thriving shop 
which served the community for 
generations has been brought 
back to life brick-by-brick at the 
Black Country Living Museum. 

It has been restored to its original state 
as of 1916 during the midst of the First 
World War. Lit by gas lights, it only sells 
fruit and vegetables that were available at 
the time. 

Three generations of the Adey family, 
who nearly 100 years ago were living in 
Willenhall, were invited to ‘reopen’ the 
shop which welcomed customers from 1916 
to 1932. 

Jim Adey, aged 81, his 51-year-old son 
Andrew and grand-daughter Melanie, 22, 
are all descendants of Gertrude and Wil¬ 
liam, who ran a greengrocers on Lower Li¬ 
chfield Street, Willenhall, in the early 20th 
century. 

What the family did not realise was that, 
before the shop’s demolition, experts from 
the museum were able to replicate the 
building brick-by-brick in 1995 and recon¬ 
struct it on site at their Tipton Road base. 

Research since that time revealed the his¬ 
tory of the greengrocers, so curators have 
now recreated how it would have been back 
in 1916 when it first opened. 

Exciting 

After an appeal in the Express & Star for 
relations of Gertrude and William to come 
forward, the modern-day Adeys were able 
to cut the ribbon on the Black Country Liv¬ 
ing Museum’s new greengrocers - complete 
with ‘live’ versions of their ancestors. 

Andrew Adey, who lives in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton and works as a dentist, said: “I’ve been 
researching my family tree on and off for 
30 or so years, and to learn that the Black 
Country Living Museum has recreated a 
part of it is very exciting.” 

Costumed characters playing William and 
Gertrude were there to greet the family, as 
they will with other visitors to the museum 
in the future. 

Gertrude Adey will be manning the shop, 
selling fruit and vegetables as well as teach- 


war. 

Because it will be selling fruit and vege¬ 
tables only available when it was first open, 
that means no modern favourites such as 
kiwis, avocados or courgettes. 

To be truly historically accurate, the mu¬ 
seum will only sell seasonal items and will 
look at using leftovers to make pickles, pre¬ 
serves and chutneys which visitors will be 
able to buy. 

But not all is quite the same as it was in 
1916 - to fit the building in with its sur¬ 
roundings, the museum’s experts had to 
flip the shop around, so from the outside it 
looks to be a backwards re-creation. 

Clare Weston, a curator at the museum, 
said: “The building has been on site since 
1995 but we hadn’t done much with it. 


“Last year we decided to restore the shop 
to its former glory and began researching 
its past. 

“We found out from a trade directory 
from 1916 that it was a greengrocer’s run 
by Gertrude Adey. After a public appeal for 
information Andrew Adey got in touch and 
it was a great surprise to him to find his 
family’s shop had been recreated. 

“Mr Adey was able to fill us in on the his¬ 
tory of his family and that has helped us 
bring the shop to life. It’s not just a green¬ 
grocers from the turn of the century, it’s a 
real shop with real people.” 

Mr Adey added: “It’s wonderful that this 
shop, that helped provide for our family 100 
years ago, is up and running again. 

“We live in a completely different world 
now and it is great to think the greengro¬ 
cers will help teach future generations 


about how we used to live.” The shop was 
originally opened by Gertrude in 1916 to 
help her earn some money while William 
was away fighting in the midst of the First 
World War. 

But it went on from there to become a 
thriving local business, which served the 
Willenhall community until the pair retired 
in the 1930s. 

The building went on to remain in the 
ownership of the Adey family for several 
decades more, and became a draper’s in 
around the 1950s. 

But the building had to make way for new 
development in the ‘90s. 

Before that could happen the museum’s 
experts took each brick, measuring it, to 
create an outline of the building that was 
then used to construct the replica that is 
there today.

OUR changing language. Closing a number of Muslim 
bank accounts, HSBC says it’s because they “fall outside 
our risk appetite.” 

WE journalists, being wordsmiths trained in economy 
and accuracy of language, would never use such jargon. 
Wanna bet? Reporting on the departure of a newspaper 
boss, the media website Hold the Front Page announces: 
“He has worked to transform the company from a primar¬ 
ily print and product-focussed group to a customer and 
community-focussed media solutions business.” Ye gods 
and little fishes. 

THE DVLA says there will be consultation on plans to 
reduce the cost of renewing a driving licence. So here’s my 
response: don’t be so damn silly. We renew our licences 
only once every 10 years. The plan is to reduce the fee 
from £50 to £34. That’s a saving of £1.60 a year or about 
0.4p a day. It is a piffling sum which most motorists will 
not even notice. Yet it will cost the Government about £18 
million a year, which could surely be spent on something 
useful. Like filling in a few potholes? 

AS the First World War commemorations reach their 
climax, a reader raises a fascinating question.

Anniversary honoured 
by parades and vigil 


HUNDREDS of people 
across Sandwell played 
their part in marking 100 
years since the beginning 
of the First World War. 

The commemorations start¬ 
ed in Wednesbury on Sunday 
where around 200 people lined 
the streets for a parade of vet¬ 
erans and other well-wishers to 
the town’s cenotaph. 

There, hundreds watched as a 
35-minute service was held, and 
wreaths were laid by groups and in¬ 
dividuals from across the town. 

Mark Freeth, aged 54 of Hazel 
Road, Tipton, is the crucifer at 
Wednesbury’s St James’ Church, 
and carried the cross in the proces¬ 
sion. He said: “It is quite an honour 
to lead a parade in Wednesbury.” 

Veterans stood shoulder-to-shoul- 
der with the service men and 
women of the future as members of 
the Royal British Legion joined the 
Young Navy Cadets, Boys’ Brigade 
and others for the paradey from 
Church Hill to the cenotaph in Hol¬ 
yhead Road for a service. 

A 12-hour vigil took place in 
Oldbury Civic Square, next to the 
town’s cenotaph, on Monday, in the 
lead-up to 11pm, the time on Au¬ 
gust 4, 1914 when Britain officially 
declared war on Germany. 

Organisations took turns to stand 
for an hour each at the cenotaph 
and display their standards. 

These included Oldbury Army 
Cadet Force and Air Training Corps, 
West Bromwich Royal Air Force and 
Navy Associations, Sandwell Scouts, 
Royal British Legions from Black- 
heath, Oldbury, Tipton and Smeth¬ 
wick, the 225 and 237 Reservists 
and the Sikh 1914-18 Association. 

There was a parade from Low 
Town car park to the Civic Square 
for a service, two-minute silence 
and poetry reading by children. 

Then at 10pm the vigil, as well as 
borough libraries, Sandwell Council 
House, Oldbury, West Bromwich 
Town Hall, Highfields and Court 
House, West Bromwich, Wednes¬ 
bury Town Hall, Smethwick Coun¬ 
cil House and the council offices at 
Rowley Lane joined the national 
Lights Out initiative

Julie gets shock on family history show 


CELEBRITIES can normally expect a skel¬ 
eton or two to come out of the closet when 
they appear on popular BBC show Who Do 
You Think You Are? 

But Smethwick’s finest, Julie Walters, 
was left stunned to hear that her great 
grandfather was once charged with murder. 

The beloved multi award-winning actress 
and her family tree will be the subject of 
the first episode of the new series tonight 
(Thursday). 

In an emotional programme the national 


treasure will be seen in tears when learn¬ 
ing about the poverty some of her ancestors 
were forced to live in. 

The actress, known for roles in Educat¬ 
ing Rita, Dinnerladies and the Harry Pot¬ 
ter films, travelled to Ireland to trace her 
family history. 

Her great-grandfather Anthony becomes 
the subject of the most surprising revela¬ 
tions that Walters uncovers. 

He raised seven children in County Mayo, 
living in a large house and farming 43 acres 


of land. Anthony became secretary of the 
local branch of the Irish National Land 
League, representing small tenants fight¬ 
ing to prevent evictions of poverty-stricken 
people. 

But in 1881 the group was banned and 
leaders imprisoned, with Anthony placed on 
a wanted-list. 

He evaded arrest by moving to Amer¬ 
ica but in 1884 was charged with murder 
after a fracas with a 75-year-old taxi driver, 
James Joyce. However, it transpired he died 


of natural causes following a seizure and 
not of any injuries sustained in the fight. 

The story may one day be the subject of 
a film or TV series, if Walters gets her way. 

She said: “It sounds like trumped up 
charges. Maybe the police had it in for him 
as he was an activist and troublemaker. 

“They wanted to imprison him. I’m so re¬ 
lieved he didn’t murder anyone. What a life 
he’s had. One minute he’s a hero, the next 
minute he is a criminal. I will have to write 
a script about him.” 


Bendy bus will ease life 
for commuters into city 


RESIDENTS in Bearwood look set to bene¬ 
fit from a £15 million rapid transport service 
that will connect them with Birmingham city 
centre. 

The hybrid Sprint bus will initially be trialled be¬ 
tween the city centre and Quinton. The route will 
include a number of stops on Hagley Road West, 
Bearwood. 


The Sprint has been 
dubbed ‘Metro’s Little Sis¬ 
ter’ by Centro, the authority 
behind the plan. The bendy 
bus will run along dedicated 
lanes with priority traffic 
signalling to speed up jour¬ 
neys. Similar systems are in 
use in Swansea, Las Vegas 
and Lyon. 

It will be fitted with a die¬ 
sel-electric hybrid, making 
it cheaper to run and less 
polluting than conventional 
buses. The bus will also be 
more luxurious and offer 
WiFi. It will also be fitted 
with high definition CCTV. 

Sandwell Council ward 
member for Bearwood, 
Councillor Bob Piper, said: 
“I think this is a good thing 
for Bearwood and I welcome 
the idea. 

“Not only will it encour¬ 
age more people to live in 
the area and commute to 
Birmingham, but it will 
also bring people from Bir¬ 
mingham into Bearwood at 
a time when we are seeing 
major investment in the 
high street. 

“I can see a time when 
people will finish work in 
Birmingham, climb on the 
Sprint system and travel to

the newly-restored Light- 
woods house and park.” 

Centro chief executive 
Geoff Inskip said: “Sprint 
is part of the vision we 
have for a world-class pub¬ 
lic transport system in the 
West Midlands. By offering 
a fast and reliable alterna¬ 
tive to the car we believe 
we can get more people on 
to public transport, thus 
reducing traffic congestion 
that costs this region’s econ¬ 
omy £2.3 billion a year.” 

If the plans are approved, 
later this year construction 
could start in 2015 and 
be completed within 18 
months. 

A second route costing 
£50 million could also be es¬ 
tablished by 2021 that will 
link Birmingham City Cen¬ 
tre and the airport, serving 
the proposed HS2 Inter¬ 
change and Birmingham 
International station.

FROM parks and playing fields 
to nature reserves and allot¬ 
ments - green spots across the 
West Midlands have all been 
awarded the coveted Green 
Flag award for their beauty. 

Sandwell topped the charts in the 
Black Country and Staffordshire 
with 12 sites earning the accolade. 

However there are none in Wolver¬ 
hampton for the second year running 
after bosses failed to enter the awards 
despite boasting beauty spots such as 
Bantock Park and West Park because 
they said they couldn’t afford it. 

Wolverhampton Council’s leisure chief 
Councillor Ellias Mattu said: “In future 
years we hope to enter the competition 
as soon as our financial situation has 
improved. At the moment we are strug¬ 
gling and other council services are our 
priority. This does not reflect negatively 
on our parks or park keepers who do an 
excellent job.” He said it costs around 
£8,000 to enter which he said the au¬ 
thority could not justify. 

Allotments 

Among the sites in Sandwell to re¬ 
ceive the green flag, which is considered 
the benchmark national standard for 
parks and green spaces in the UK, are 
Sandwell Valley Country Park, Tipton 
Cemetery, Victoria Park in Smethwick 
and Moorlands Allotments in West Bro¬ 
mwich. 

Haden Hill Park in Cradley has re¬ 
ceived the Green Heritage Accreditation 
for the sixth year which is specifically for 
historic sites. 

Council chiefs in the borough said 
they were delighted. Councillor Maria 


Crompton, Sandwell Council’s cabinet 
member for environment, said: “Peo¬ 
ple might not think of Sandwell as a 
place thriving with green spaces - but 
our Green Flag awards help to bust any 
myths that the borough is just an urban 
jungle. I am immensely proud that the 
people living in all our six towns have a 
Green Flag park within their area be¬ 


cause they offer such a lot to the com¬ 
munity including a place of recreation 
and peace and quiet.” 

While in Dudley there are seven 
winners including grade-I listed The 
Leasowes in Halesowen which also 
won the Green Heritage Accreditation, 
Huntingtree Park, Halesowen and Pri¬ 
ory Park, Dudley and Silver Jubillee 


Park, Coseley as well as Wrens Nest Na¬ 
tional Nature Reserve, Dudley. 

Environment and culture chief Coun¬ 
cillor Hilary Bills said: “Our borough is 
blessed with a number of beautiful green 
spaces and I am delighted that the hard 
work of our teams and members of the 
local community is being recognised 
with this prestigious status.” 

In Walsall, both Willenhall Memorial 
Park and Palfrey Park - for the eighth 
and seventh years running respectively 
- earned the accolade, as well as Mer- 
rion’s Wood and Rough Wood and Bent¬ 
ley Haye. 

Councillor Anthony Harris, portfo¬ 
lio holder for leisure and culture with 
Walsall Council Coalition, added: “This 
is tremendous news for our much-loved 
countryside sites. 

“Merrions Wood really draws you 
in. It’s a smashing wildlife haven and 
you can completely lose yourself in its 
beauty. I’m so pleased it has deservedly 
retained its Green Flag. 

“And congratulations to Rough Wood 
and Bentley Haye for their first time 
success. It’s a real boost for the volun¬ 
teers who care about the site so passion¬ 
ately and support our countryside staff.” 

Baggeridge Country Park near Sedg- 
ley and Worn Brook Walk in Wombourne, 
which are both run by South Stafford¬ 
shire Council, received the award. While 
Queen Elizabeth II Silver Jubilee Gar¬ 
dens, Bewdley and Broadwaters Park, 
Kidderminster are also celebrating the 
accolade. 

Nationally a record number of parks, 
cemeteries, university campuses and 
shopping centres - 1,476 in total - will 
be displaying their Green Flag Award. 

Birmingham is in the UK Top Ten of 
places with the most awards, with 16, 
making it joint seventh. 

Sites receiving the accolade include 
Cannon Hill Park, Sutton Coldfield Cre¬ 
matorium and Bournville Village Green. 
First-time winners include the Queen 
Elizabeth Olympic Park in London, 
which opened to the public in April.

IS there really any difference 
between Nigel Farage and Alex 
Salmond? 

Or, to put it another way, is 
UKIP’s ambition for a country 
free from the shackles of the Eu¬ 
ropean Union any different from 
the Scottish Nationalists’ desire 
to be rid of Westminster? 

Both parties appeal to the 
same nationalist - some would 
say parochial and isolationist - 
instincts. How could a supporter 
of Britain’s independence from 
Europe quibble if the Scots felt 
the same way about England? 

The sight of Alex Salmond 
lording it around Glasgow like 
the King of the Commonwealth 
Games is enough to infuriate 
most Brits. 

The leader of the Scots Nats 
clearly hopes the games will be 
another nail in the coffin of the 
historic United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland. 

This is not unlike Nigel 
Farage’s hope that success in 
May’s Euro elections will trans¬ 
late into a breakthrough in next 
year’s General Election. 

Mr Farage may be a Home 
Counties gin-and-tonic man 
compared to Mr Salmond’s high¬ 
land whisky. But is Mr Farage 
wrapping himself in the Union 
Jack really very different from Mr 
Salmond in a Saltire? 

Both men come from outside 
the established political parties. 
They are both adept populists. 
They both articulate deeply-held 
views which are ignored by 
mainstream politicians. They are 
both ‘people’s politicians’. 

But there is a difference be¬ 
tween them - history. Mr Farage 
has history on his side; Mr Sal¬ 
mond does not. England and 
Scotland have, for all practical 
purposes, been a single unified 
country since 1603. 

That’s when Henry Vll’s great- 
great grandson James IV of 
Scotland took over from Eliza¬ 
beth I and became James I of 
England as well. He called him¬ 
self King of Great Britain and 
Ireland. The two countries were 
formally united alOO years lat¬ 
er and, despite a few ups and 
downs, they have been happi¬ 
ly and successfully united ever 
since. 

Admittedly there were Scots 
back in the day who felt, as their 
poet Robbie Burns did, that the 
country was ‘bought and sold 
with English gold’. In much the 
same way, there are many who 
believe it is only English gold 
which keeps the two nations 
united even now. 

However, in the intervening 
three centuries or so, England 
and Scotland worked peaceful¬ 
er as one nation (along with the 
Welsh and many of the Irish) to 
create a global powerhouse. 

Yet when we look at Britain’s 
- not just England’s - relations 
with the rest of Europe, things 
look quite different. For centu¬ 
ries we have worked to keep the 
peace across the English Chan¬ 
nel. One way or another, we have 
been forced to sacrifice lives at 
frighteningly regular intervals to 
rescue Europe from its own folly. 
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Fully-armed police force is necessary 


CALLS are being made to arm all our police 
officers, including ‘specials’ with tasers and 
appropriate training. As an ex-police officer 
I can tell you this measure will have no ef¬ 
fect whatsoever. 

The protocol of police, versus lawbreaker 
as it stands today is 1) Issue verbal com¬ 
mand, 2) Pepper spray, 3) Baton, and 4) 
Taser. A police officer confronted by a 
gun-toting lawbreaker stands no chance. 
Where is the force, in ‘police force’? It is 
non-existent. Before he could go through 
his brief, he would be down. France, Italy, 


Spain, America and a multitude of other 
countries arm their police, to good effect, we 
should do the same. Too many police officers 
in our country have lost their lives because 
they were not armed. 

Respect for our police force must be re¬ 
stored, to keep law and order .As in other po¬ 
lice respected countries, our officers would 
be armed with hand guns, and trained to 
wound, or if necessary, kill, armed danger¬ 
ous criminals. We all remember Raoul Moat 
and the Hungerford slayer.

Factories 
cleared on 
hygiene

The Food Standards Agency inspected Birming¬ 
ham-based 2 sisters group’s chicken processing sites 
at Scunthorpe and Llangefni, Anglesey. 

Health Secretary Jer- gy j Qhn Q orSe r 


emy Hunt requested the 
audit into the plants after 
allegations that a factory 
was flooded with the guts 
of chickens and carcasses 
which came into contact 
with workers’ boots and 
were then returned to the 
production line. 

However, the company, 
which also has factories in 
West Bromwich, Smethwick 
and Wolverhampton, said 
both sites passed the rigor¬ 
ous audit processes which 
were carried out on July 25. 

It rated Scunthorpe rated 
as ‘good’ and Llangefni as 
‘generally satisfactory’. 

When the allegations sur¬ 
faced last month the firm 
denied them as untrue, mis¬ 
leading and inaccurate. 

Chief executive Ranjit 
Singh Boparan said: “We 
welcomed these audits and 


we are pleased the FSA has 
worked with typical rigour 
and thoroughness. 

“We are satisfied with 
their findings which show 
that no legislative compli¬ 
ance issues were raised. 

“However, we must not be 
complacent. 

“We operate our business 
in an environment of con¬ 
tinual improvement and we 
will be carrying on with that 
to ensure we produce first- 
class British products for all 
of our customers”

THE race is on to fire thousands of carefully shaped bricks 
to form a sculpture outside a revamped community centre 
in Sandwell. 

Renowned artist Gwen Hinney created the sculpture for 
the entrance of the recently refurbished Brasshouse Com¬ 
munity Centre in Smethwick this week using 14,000 wet 
clay bricks. 

The artwork was built at The Pump House, off Rolfe 
Street, and it spells out the letters ‘brass’ before a sculp¬ 
ture of a house. It is 20 ft long and 5 ft high. 

But following completion, the sculpture was pulled apart 
to each individual brick and has now been transported by 
barge along the canal to be picked up by a lorry and deliv¬ 
ered to Ibstock Brick Limited in Leicester. 

There each brick will be fired to solid stone before being 
brought to to the centre and rebuilt as an entrance wall. 

Ms Hinney, a senior lecturer at the University of Wolver¬ 
hampton, said: “It is an exciting project.”

Spare dogs that killed 
my terrier, says owner

THE lives of two dogs which 
mauled a Yorkshire terrier to 
death have been spared af¬ 
ter the owner of the dog that 
died said he did not wish to 
see them destroyed. 

Robert Stanford, who was in¬ 
jured as he tried to protect his ter¬ 
riers Lilly and Ruby, said as a dog 
lover he did not 
want the ani¬ 
mals to be put 
to sleep. 

However, the 
73-year-old hit 
out at the two- 
year conditional 
discharge handed 
to 20-year-old 
Mariana Stewart, 
who was respon¬ 
sible for the dogs. 

He said Stew¬ 
art, of Field Road, 
Tipton, should 
have received a 
custodial sen¬ 
tence or commu¬ 
nity punishment 
after she pleaded guilty to two of¬ 
fences of being in charge of a dog that 
caused injury while dangerously out 
of control. She also pleaded guilty to 
possessing a fighting dog. 

Stewart was also made the subject 
of two dog control orders relating to 
the animals she was walking, which 
belonged to her partner. 

She was told that Narla, a Staf¬ 
fordshire bull terrier, should not be 
allowed in a public place unless on a 
lead and wearing a full-face muzzle. 

A similar order was made on Simba, 
who was believed to be part pit bull, 
but also including a contingent de¬ 
struction order which meant that the 
animal could be destroyed if the order 
was breached. Stewart was also or¬ 


dered to pay Mr Stanford £250 in com¬ 
pensation. However, Mr Stanford, who 
has two artificial knees, said he had 
run up vets’ bills in excess of £1,000 
since the incident in an alleyway off 
Field Road last December. 

Lilly was killedand Ruby was left 
needing major veterinary care, Mr 
Stanford, of Eastfield Road, Tipton, 
said. 

Miss Samantha Powys, representing 
Stewart, said she was 20 years old and 
of previous good character. She told 
Judge Robin Onions that if he passed 
a contingent destruction order, Stew¬ 


art would be forced to find a new home 
within two months in order to comply, 
as the council would not be willing to 
house a dog with such an order on it. 

She added that Stewart had never 
worked, and was a carer for her part¬ 
ner who suffered from schizophrenia. 

“They have had these dogs since 
they were babies, and they love them,” 
Miss Powys said. Passing sentence, 
Judge Onions said the crimes did not 
warrant a custodial sentence. “You are 
unable to do unpaid community work 
for reasons I won’t go into in open 
court,” he said.

Looking back at times 
of capital punishment 


O ver the years, British movies 
10 Rillington Place, Dance 
with a Stranger and Let Him 
Have It have addressed the often 
disturbing subject of innocent and 
guilty people sentenced to death 
because of their connection with 
murder. 

Now, half a century since Peter 
Allen and Gwynne Evans became 
the last two men to be hanged in 
Britain, this documentary looks 
back on people sentenced to death 
in the UK. Fourteen years before 
Allen and Evans were executed, 
Londoner Timothy Evans of Notting 
Hill was sentenced to death for the 
murder of his wife Beryl and baby 
daughter Geraldine. Maureen 
Westlake, Timothy’s sister, is still 
tortured by the pain of injustice to 
this day. 

For the first time, she speaks 
about the tragedy of her innocent 
brother going to the gallows for 
another man’s heinous crime. 

Serial killer John Christie lived in 
the basement flat of the Evan’s 
home at 10 Rillington Place. 
Timothy was in a highly emotional 
state following the deaths of his 


wife and daughter. An 
impressionable man, he would 
admit to anything, and made a 
false statement admitting to both 
murders after being coerced by the 
police. 

However, after being charged 
with murder, Timothy retracted his 
confession and protested his 
innocence. Maureen, who saw him 
in prison with her sister Eileen, 
recalls the meeting: ‘And I kept 
crying. And he said to Eileen ‘What 
does she keep crying for?’ and she 
said, ‘You know what she’s crying 
[about] Tim. Beryl and the baby,’ 
and he said, ‘I didn’t do it, Eileen’ 

He said ‘Christie did it.’ And the last 
time I saw him, he did look like a 
10-year-old. His face was all pale. 
Waved and he said, ‘cheerio.’” 

Timothy was eventually granted a 
Royal Pardon in 1966, 16 years 
after being executed. Christie’s 
crimes had been uncovered, but 
Timothy’s conviction for murdering 
his daughter was not expunged, a 
matter which still plagues Maureen: 
“I feel that I have gone as far as I 
can,” she explains. “But I think I am 
going to go to my grave still 


thinking that this Government have 
still not cleared him properly. And I 
still say it’s the Government that 
killed that murdered Tim. Not killed 
him. Murdered him.” 

The makers of Executed visit 
prisons where death sentences 
were carried out until its abolition. 
Viewers also get a close look at 
how the condemned would have 
spent their last days, and the 
techniques and procedures used 
by the executioners. 

This film also examines the case 
of 19-year old Derek Bentley. In 
1953, he was hanged for the 
murder of a policeman, despite the 
fact he did not fire the fatal shot 
and had a mental age of 11. 

It was claimed he had uttered the 
words ‘Let him have it’ to incite his 
partner in crime Christopher Craig 
to shoot. 

The show also features a profile 
of Ruth Ellis, the 28-year-old who 
was executed in 1955 for the 
shooting of her lover David Blakely. 
She became the last woman to be 
hanged in Britain, and her story 
was adapted for acclaimed 1985 
movie Dance with a Stranger.

Hard-pressed businesses looking to drive 
down their costs will no doubt welcome 
Volkswagen’s decision to share its fuel-sav¬ 
ing Bluemotion technology with its commer¬ 
cial vehicle range. 

The new model is easily the most frugal of the 
Transporter range, and indeed among the best in this 
class of van, with an official average consumption of 
almost 49mpg. 

It has the same efficient 2.0 litre turbo diesel engine as its 
stablemates - in this case rated at 114PS - but the whole 
vehicle is lighter, more aerodynamic, it’s fitted with low roll¬ 
ing resistance tyres, cruise control, and automatic stop/ 
start. 

There’s also an energy recuperation system which uses 
the van’s momentum under braking to run the alternator, so 
the engine has less work to do. 

It’s the first time VW has produced a full-blown Bluemo¬ 
tion model, although others in the range have already bene¬ 
fited from some aspects of the technology which has been 
such a hit in the company’s passenger car range. 

The £24,071 (including VAT) short wheelbase model los¬ 
es nothing in terms of performance compared to its stable- 
mate with the same 114PS engine plus it’s still capable of 
carrying two Euro pallets - and with a greater payload of 
871kg. 

For the driver the Transporter Bluemotion’s cab is a good 
place to be. It comes with three large, hard-wearing seats - 
the driver gets height, reach and lumbar adjustment - and 
a high ‘command’ driving position with large door mirrors. 

The power-assisted steering and other controls are light, 
with the short-throw gearstick mounted high on the dash for 
easy reach. 

The driver also has the cruise control system to help save 
fuel (and possibly your licence), a hill-hold assist system, 
electrically heated and adjustable mirrors, a radio with CD 
player, electric windows and heat reflective glass. 

Airbags 

There are plenty of storage compartments in the cab, and 
a part-lined load bay which helps to reduce body noise and 
reverberations from the interior. 

Safety systems include driver and passenger airbags, 
stability control, emergency brake assist and brake force 
distribution systems. 

The engine has an impressive 250Nm of torque available 
from just 1,500 revs, making progress seem easy and, in 
van terms, relatively lively despite its impressive economy. 

It takes 14.8 seconds to reach 62mph from a standing 
start. 

The Transporter has a wide opening, sliding side door 
on the left (kerb) side which is almost half the length of the 
cargo bay, and a pair of rear doors, to access the interior, 
which is 2,570mm long, 1,692mm wide and 1,41 Omm high. 

The load floor is flat for easy loading, and the cargo area 
has two interior lights. 

The test vehicle was fitted with a few options including a 
touchscreen SatNav system with upgraded radio at a cost 
of £565 (ex VAT), and Bluetooth connectivity which is a £245 
option. Parking sensors added another £200. 

So far, the short wheelbase panel van is the only member 
of the Transporter range to get the full Bluemotion treatment. 

Transporters all come with a 2.0 litre turbo diesel engine, 
but with power ratings of 84, 102, 114, 140 and 180Ps. The 
panel vans are also available in long wheelbase, plus high 
and medium roof options. 

Other vehicles in the range include the Kombi, for carry¬ 
ing a work crew and their cargo, and the window van ca¬ 
pable of carrying up to eight passengers with a choice of 
configurations. 

The Shuttle is a people carrier, again designed for eight 
passengers but with more style and comfort. 

There are also four-wheel drive models fitted with the 
more powerful engines in the range.
